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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art of IHubacek teaches a three layered 
edge ring clamping assembly comprising the top 18, intermediate 17, and lower ring 15. IHubacek fails to teach the lower ring 15 
comprises a conductive material. Mastua teaches a two layered ring assembly wherein the lower ring comprises a conductive material 
(stainless steel). Invert the ring assembly of Masuta to make an accurate comparison so the wafer is upward facing. Noting the ring 
assemblies are conventionally made of all resin. Masuta in col. 4 lines 1-8 teaches that the use of metal in the lower portion increases the 
strength of the ring. Note that such rings are conventionally replaced very often due to the harsh semiconductor manufacturing 
environment. The metal increases the mechanical strength improving the resistance to the stresses associated with semiconductor 
manufacturing. Applicant argues that hindsight reasoning has been used to combine the teachings of Hubacek and l\^asuta. However, 
both ring assemblies are used to retain/ protect the periphery of the wafer and their stmctures and associated function do not depend 
upon the type of manufacturing process. Note that an apparatus is what it is and is not what is does such that it is not limited to applicant's 
intended use.... 
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
